WASHINGTON¢ Feb. 3.-—(INS) 
War Mobilizer James F. Byrnes, 
fresh from the Crimean confer- 
ence of the “Big Three,” indicated 
strongly today that the Allied 
leaders had completed strategy for 
a victory offensive in March to 
smash the military power of Ger- 
many forever. 

Byrnes told a hastily summoned 
news conference that President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill and Marshal Stalin, with their 
staffs, agreed to overwhelm the 
Reich with more fighting men 
than ever before on early spring- 
time battlefields. 

But he warned that victory 
@gainst the German enemy was 
riot so close at hand as “many op- 
timists” in America believed. 
FLIES HOME 

“Military plans were made. to 
get more men in combat in March 
than ever before,” reported 
Byrnes, who flew into Washington 
morning accompanied by 
Adm. Ernest J. King, commander 
cf the fleet and chief of naval op- 
erations. 

“The decisions arrived at dur- 
ing e meeting insure victory. 


But I do not mean to indicate that| 


victory is so near as I find so many 
optimists in America expecting. 

In emphasizing his \belief. that 
plans to deal Germany’s death 
blow looked ahead to nexi month’s 
European fighting fronts, Byrnes 
said that he left the Yalta meeting 
of the three leaders with deep con- 
victions that the strategy had heen 
completed.

"Gallant Pilot Downs U. S. Plane, 
Cheating Japs of Prisoners

Thumbs Down 
On Negro Vote 


Democratic Primary 
Ballot Rights Denied 
After Dramatic Plea 


By M. L. ST. JOHN. 
By an overwhelming viva voce 


a dramatic plea by Sen. Roy Mc- 
Ginty, of Calhoun, for the right 
of Negroes to vote in the Demo- 
cratic primaries of Georgia. 
McGinty urged the senate yes- 


{| terday afternoon to retain in the 


new state constitution the regula- 
tions governing the party prima- 
ries. But his move met a tidal 
wave of opposition which seemed 
to leave McGinty alone in favor 
of his proposal. 

Constitution redrafters and the 
house had already eliminated from 
the proposed new constitution all 
reference to primaries. This was 
in a move to prevent the decision 
of the United States supreme court 
in the Texas primary case from 
applying to democratic primaries 

in Georgia. 

In urging ek of such reg- 
ulations in the new constitution, 
McGinty observed that the fram- 
ers of the Georgia constitution in 
1867 did not deny Negroes the 
right to participate in democratic 
primaries. 

FEAR MISUSE 

“Perhaps we are not so much 
afraid of the Negro vote,” said 
McGinty, “as we are the way some 
white , People might use the Ne- 
groes.” 

Speaking of the fear of some 
‘white people that Negroes might 
control elections, McGinty said 
Negroes can now vote in the gen- 
eral elections, In the proposed 
new set-up, the senator indicated 
he fear ’ politicians might run 
the primaries without the people 
themselvés having a voice. 

“Georgia needs more not fewer 
primary laws,” McGinty asserted. 

McGinty, co-author of the bill 
to repeal the poll. tax, won the 
Georgia Press Association prize 
last’ year for the most courageous 
editorial. It dealt with the move 
to repeal the poll tax. 

In revly to McGinty, Sen. Wal- 
lace -Harrell, of Quitman, chair- 
man of the senate constitution 
committee, urged the outright 
elimination of all reference to the 
primaries. He said yeaery par- 

could make their own rules 
for these party affairs and that all 
citizens could vote in the general 
elections. 
PROPOSAL KILLED 

Immediately afterwards, the 
senate voted down McGinty’s pro- 
posal, 

Then the senate without oppo- 
sition followed the lead of the 
house in striking the poll tax out 
of the constitution. 

After a 30-minute speech by 
Sen. J: Y. Harrell, of: Lumpkin, in 
opposition to the amendment al- 
lowing boys and girls of 18 years 
to vote, the senate voted 36 to 4 
to retain that provision in the 
constitution, Sen. Harrell sought 
to put the minimum voting age 
back to 21 years. 

At its morning session, the sen- 
ate passed an.amended bill re- 
tiring judges, a measure putting 
teeth into the seed laws, and de- 
feated a plan to distribute state 
highway monies on a basis of 
population. 

ntroduced were bills to forgive 
all past due poll taxes and to re- 
organize the State Highway De- 
partment and the method of dis- 
tributing road funds. 

Chief feature of the pure seed 
law, a substitute bill for others 
introduced several days ago, was 
the forting of out-of-state compa- 
nies to have agents in Georgia, 
subject to suit in this state. It 
places the commissioner of agri- 
culture in charge of registration 
of seed dealers, and requires him 
to conduct hearings on growers’ 
complaints of damages by impure 
seed. The senate passed the bill, 
39 to 0, and immediately sent it 
to the house.

Drake, of 
Donalsonville, that would distrib- 
ute state road monies to counties

The office would, be combined 
with that of president of the sen- 
ate. While future lieutenant gov- 
ernors would be elected by the 
people, the president of the senate 
in office at the time of adoption 
of the new constitution shall serve 
as lieutenant governor. until his 
successor is elected and qualified. 
Since the constitutional election is 
scheduled for August, Senate Pres. 
Frank Gross, of Toccoa, appears 
slated for the first job. 

Pay would be $4,000 a year. 
Qualifications would be the same 
as those of the governor and the 
lieutenant governor would fill the 
unexpired term of the governor 
should he resign or otherwise 
leave office.

These men—the heads of such famous 
institutions as Vanderbilt, Harvard, Cor- 
nell, Princeton,. Tulane, Stanford, Brown, 
and the Universities of Chicago, Missouri, 
Kansas, California and Indiana—made the 
best possible case against what, to our way 
of thinking, is an extremely logical move, 


That the view they expressed is not 
representative of their entire profession is 
now shown by a letter to President Roose- 
velt from another—and equally impressive 
—group of educators. ™ 


These men, including Col. Blake R. Van 
Leer, president of Georgia Tech, are con- 
vinced that the question of universal mili- 
tary training should most certainly be dis- 
cussed and acted upofi at present. 


“Contrary to the opinion expressed by 
some,” the letter declared, “we believe that 
the judgment of the nation-is now sounder 
on this issue than i@will be after peace is 
declared.

the peace table in favor of an international 
orgdnization to enforce peace. Its adoption 
now will reassure the other peace-loving 
nations of the world that the United States 
proposes to co-operate with them in out- 
lawing war and will not again retreat into 
isolationism.” 

This letter—coming from the ranking 
officials of such schools as Georgia Tech, 
Amherst, Northwestern, Rutgers, Massa- 
chusetts Tech, Dartmouth, Temple, La- 
Fayette, Yale and the Universities of Penn- 
sylvania, Florida and Pittsburgh—serves 
quite effectively to offset the effect of the 
previous commitment on the part of their 
colleagues.

But, because we do believe so 
whole-heartedly in the principles of demo- 
cratic government, then certainly, by the 
same token, we must enact compulsory 
military training to protect our freedom.

Detached Look

But in a Foxhole 
It Is Colder Still 


NORTH OF LUXEMBOURG.—Snow blew 
with the wind so thickly that its cold, powder- 
like dryness was like a curtain. 

In front of us were the cold tops of a few more peaks. Back 
of them was Germany and the Siegfried line toward which the 
enemy was retreating slowly, stubbornly, with wolf-like, snarling 
fighting. : 

Close by us the crew of a heavy gun worked in the frozen 
earth, seeking to settle its wheels deeper in the position. 

“When will you be ready to fire, Lieutenant?” 


“In a few more minutes, sir. The damned ground is hard to -: 


handle.” 

The other guns of the battery were in place. Below and be- 
hind them were still other guns, already firing. Their shells 
screamed off into Germany and the line along which the German 
hopes to hold, counting on the bitterest weather in many years to 
give him time. 

Now and then, widely spaced, the answer came from the Ger- 
man lines, heavy shells seeking the batteries pounding at their line. 

Members of the crew not busy with the guns dug at the earth. 
They had to have their own holes. In them they would live for 
a time, a day or so, several days, or longer. Every time it is the 
same—the holes must be dug. So, you watch them dig. They do 
it, when there is no haste, slowly and with a detachment which 
shows the task to be so old and so familiar they may let the mind 
wonder to other thoughts. 


I looked about. As far as I could see stretched 
the snow-covered peaks of Luxembourg’s 
richly endowed little country. The bitter wind blew constantly, 
raising and lowering its white curtains of snow across the land- 
scape. Over the hills there was the “crumppppp” of bombs and 
the rolling thunder of their explosion. It made very fine echo 
arrangements, as did the sound of the guns. The hills flung them 
back. 

To one new to the scene it retained its detached atmosphere. 
Even when the German shells came, feeling here and there for our 
artillery, there was a detachment quality tto it. 

Over the hills in the Siegfried line there were German gun 
crews at work. They used their shells more sparingly, lacking 
reconnaissance. 

Over us wheeled one of the most amazing air-arms of our 
army—the Piper Cub reconnaissance pilots. A.breed of their own, 
they fly the slow, tiny planes high up between the enemy lines. 
They often stay in the path of our barrages, taking a chance no 
shell will hit them, their planes being small. -They carry no armor 
save for iron stove lids which they put beneath their seat cushion. 
They carry no guns save perhaps a .45. A few of the more daring 
carry tommy guns and they have been known to dive on fank 
columns or marching men and fire on them with the .45 or tommy 
gun. Pure fatalists, they may be seen over any battle area, float- 
ing around in the midst of barrages from our guns and those of 
the enemy. They have, in a sense, revolutionized artillery tech- 
niques. In the old war there were observation balloons. They 
are obsolete. We are the only nation to develop the use of a light 
plane for this work. 


Home I watched them for a while and then turned back to 

the foxhole an artilleryman was digging near me. He 
had finished it. He had shaken the snow from some near-by 
spruce branches and put them in the bottom of his hole. gThat was 
luxury. He was covering it with branches so that snow would not 
fill it. Inside were his sleeping roll and blankets, This was to 
be his home as long as he served the gun in that position. 

By now almost all the guns were secured and they were speak- 
ing, hurtling shells over into the line. That night patrols would go 
out, probing the enemy positions, coming back at dawn with in- 
formation and perhaps prisoners. 

We watched for a while and then got back into our jeep and 
started the ride back. By now dusk was coming on and the shim- 
mering, shiftifig lights were gone from the snow prisms. It looked 
merely cold-white. The wind was stronger and cut at the face and 
eyes, stabbed through the folds of wool and made the feet ache 
with cold. ' 

We fled past the vehicles of war that filled the road with a 
constant rumble and whir of sound as the wind whipped by them 
as we passed. The shattered villages looked even more desolate 
and bare in the fading light. 

It simply is not possible to describe the misery of the people 
who live in heatless rooms in bitter weather; who worked in un- 
heated, unlit buildings; who have little to eat or wear. A great 
cloak of misery is about al] the continent where war has touched. 

But, shivering that night as we undressed in our cold room, 
with no warm water or heat, I thought of the men down in their 
holes in the ground, with their blankets about them, Getting into 
the cold bed was easier.

Goebbels’ Protests 
Indorse Peace Plan 


The Pommunique issued after the Big Threé 
ia conference at Yalta, in the Crimea, will go down 
pax? into history as a document comparable with 
Magna Carta, the Constitution of the United States, the Atlantic 
Charter, as a great milestone in the forward march of mankind. 

One of the most remarkable features of the news release of 
Monday, however, was not found in the document itself. It was 
the immediate public reaction. Never, as far as memory serves, 
has there been so unanimous a chorus of praise for the achieve- 
ment of a group of world conferees. 

In this country public men of all shades of political adherence, 
with no exception worth mentioning, acclaimed the document as 
a magnificent achieverhent. Democrats and Republicans alike, on 
Capitol Hill, were emphatic in their voiced approval. To achieve 
such unanimity of praise is in itself almost miraculous and augurs 
well for the unity of support which this country must give to any 
world organization for peace which is to succeed. 

Not that there were not some unhappy complainants who 
branded the Yalta paper as a most villainous affair. These dis- 
sidents include, for example, Paul Joseph Goebbels, the Nazi prop- 
aganda chief. In broadcasts intended for the German people, he 
howled most loudly about the cruelty of the Big Three attitude 
toward Germany and said it presaged peace terms even “worse 
than the Versailles treaty.” 

Incidentally, quite probably he is right. For the Treaty of 
Versailles was, actually, the best peace treaty ever written. The 
rather widespread belief, some years ago, that it was unjust to the 
defeated Germans was more the result of Nazi world propaganda 
than of anything in the treaty itself. Condemnation of the Ver- 
sailles treaty was chiefly a demonstration of the truth of the Hitler 
boast, in Mein Kampf, that the public will believe any lie, only 
provided it is big enough- and repeated often enough and loudly 


enough. ' 
There are sounds of complaint from Rome, 
Other Opponents too, the Italians aeeming disappointed 
there was no direct mention of their country. Much of the present 
Italian attitude, and of some segments of American public com- 
ments on Italy, would make you think a lot of people have for- 
gotten, already, that Italy is actually an enemy country, that it 
was Italy which delivered that most infamous stab in the back to 
sinking France and that it was Italy who, in Spain and Ethiopia, 
demonstrated early the ruthless cruelty of the Axis nations. 
Italy should be humbly grateful for any slight consideration 
accorded her, instead of complaining and criticizing her conquerors. 
It is not surprising that the Polish government in exile, in Lon- 


. don, is not too happy over the Yalta decisions in regard to Poland. 


For the decision to see that Poland gets a government representa- 
tive of all parties and factions means the government in exile is 
out of the picture. For that government was chiefly composed of 
large landowners who escaped when Poland was overrun. If really 
doesn’t matter much what happens to their erstwhile property so 
long as the people of Poland are free, self-governing, secure against 
aggression and want. 

The erstwhile landowners in London will probably find a way 
to salvage enough to live on, for a while at least, and even if they 
have to find jobs to sir themselves going, that won't be so bad, 


Other folks have to_work for a living, too. 

: Reverting, however, to Germany, the very 
Typical Gangsters fact that Goebbels, the Nazi mouthpiece, 
howls so loudly is additional proof of the justice and the wisdom of 
the program outlined for Germany. 

Germany has made of herself an outlawed gangster among the 
nations. To be once more admitted to the family of nations as 
a decent and respected member, Germany inevitably must undergo 
a long period of physical, ethical and moral cleansing. That task 
may, even; take generations. For the moral filth into which Ger- 
many has sunk is too deep to be cleared away short of many years 
of restraint, effort and education. 

Until the day comes when Germany can again be trusted, she 
must be governed by armed representatives of the decent nations. 
That Germany is to be divided into three or four zones of occupa- 
tion is only simple, precautionary wisdom. That Germany is to be 
stripped of all potentials of warfare is another necessary precau- 
tion. 
is as necessary as that a cancer must be cut out of a living body 
if it is to survive. Not only Germany, but the world itself, will 
die if the cancer of aggressive militarism is not excised. - 

And the war criminals must be punished. That is simple justice. 


The true reason for Goebbels’ bleat is easy to understand. It is 
contained in ancient couplet: 


No man e'’er felt the halter draw, 
With good opinion of the law,

Sen. McKellar’s Annual Crusade 


WASHINGTON.—A very considerable part of the battle noise 
ae from Capitol Hill these days may be attributed to the 
fact that Sen. McKellar, Democrat, of Tennessee, has launched his 
annual spring offensive against David Eli Lilienthal. 

Mr, McKellar popped up as a ringleader, with Sen. Byrd, of 
Virginia, of Democratic opposition to confirmation. of Henry A, 
Wallace for secretary of commerce. And for two days last week 
McKellar held the floor before the agricultural committee in ime 
passioned protest against approval of President Roosevelt's nomina- 
oats Aubrey Williams to head the Rural! Electrification Admin 

ation. 

There is, of course, substantial opposition to both of these men 
on their merits, but it is dollars to doughnuts that the highly 
potential McKellar segment of the fight against them would be 
cooled down by announcement that Mr, Lilienthal was out. 

The latter, it should be explained, is the long-time head of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, which disburses more than $100,000, 
000 annually and marshals tens of thousands of payrollers, mostly 
in Pennessee._ 

Throughout his congressional career, government jobs for his 
constituents has been a prime interest to Sen. McKellar, but inte 
the TVA, juiciest of all patronage pies in his bailiwick, he has 
been permitted to dip not so much as a finger. 

Wherefore it happens that for four years virtually all MaKel- 
lar’s waking hours have been spent gunning for the scalp of Mr, 
Lilienthal, the official who has stood most directly in his way. 

Meanwhile, McKellar’s power to throw roadblocks in the way of 
President Roosevelt's measures steadily has increased. During the 
first two Roosevelt terms, when Democratic membership of the 
senate numbered well over two-thirds, no individual senator could 
make the administration much trouble. Before 1940, McKellar’s 
positional powers were relatively negligible, also. 


: Today he tops all his colleagu in 
President Pro Tem length of service. He, is the vee Fhe 


president pro tempore and, because of illness of Sen. Glass, is actual 
chairman of the powerful Committee on Appropriations. 

The partisan lineup steadily has tightened, with the result that 
defection of only nine Democrats now is sufficient to upset the 
administration's legislative applecart, assuming all the Republi- 
cans go against it 

The TVA is essentially local and hence of no great concern to 
senators from other regions. As chairman of the appropriations 
committee, McKellar is a man all senators want to stand in with, 
and they have fond that support of his TVA designs, sometimes 
direct and more often devious, is the best grease for easing through 
their own pet appropriations. | e 

Every administrative branch of the government has to run the 
McKellar appropriations gauntlet. From that standpoint the op- 

rtunities of an appropriation chairman for harassment are almost 

oundless. ‘ 

The senate twice has backed McKellar in two proposals spe 
cially designed to bring the TVA to heel, only to have them de 
feated in the. house. e of these would forbid TVA to use its 
receipts as a revolving fund. Instead it would be required to turn 
all its revenues into the treasury and come to congress for appro- 
priations, covering its expenditures down to the last digit. The 
second, McKellar proposal would require senate confirmation of 
27,000 federa] officials receiving as mtch as $4,500 annually each, 
including all TVA personnel in this category. . 


After. FDR Meanwhile, there is scarcely an appropriation bill 

ofiany kind in which McKellar does not find some 
means for clipping the President's wings, and very frequently these 
moves succeed. 

When McKellar’s record of the past four years is compared with 
the eight previous years, in which he was among the most faithful 
of Roosevelt rubber-stamps, the genesis of his feud is self-evident. 

McKellar claims that Roosevelt once promised him to fire Lilien- 


_ thal and there is one circumstance that might seem to give credence 


to this allegation. James F, Byrnes, the President’s chief senatorial 
wangler, it is known, tried unsuccessfully to persuade Lilienthal to 
resign from the TVA and accept chairmanship of the recently ap- 


pointed Surplus Property Disposal Board. 


The reason Lilienthal refused this tender, it is said, was his 
determination not to knuckle down to McKellar, but just as cer- 
tainly, so’ long as Lilienthal remains in the TVA, McKellar will 
continue to be the most troublesome of all congressional hecklers 
of President Roosevelt. !

Abercrombie (State Health Direc- 
tor T. F. Abercrombie) I thought 
he was the one.” 

Sen. W. L. Norton, of Gaines- 
ville, chairman of the joint com- 
mittee, asked him what he did do. 

“Il worked on the farm and the 
dairy and twiddled my thumbs,” 
said Williams. 


$4,000 JOB. 


Testimony previously had 
brought out that Williams was 
paid $4,000 a year, and Norton re- 
marked, “It seems like pretty high 
pay for twiddling your thumbs.” 

“I worked all the time, but I 
felt cramped and discouraged,” 
Williams said. 


Asked by Rep. Boynton, of 
Union county, if he had managed 
Gov. Arnall’s campaign for gov- 
ernor in Habersham county, Wil- 
liams replied, “I wouldn’t say I 
managed it, but I was pretty ac- 
tive for him.” 

Williams was placed in charge 
of business operations at Alto on 
Feb. 12 after Job had been re- 
lieved.

The battalion failed to recefve 
orders for a stop and fought its 
way forward, leaving two accom- 

groups behind. For a full 
day it was surrounded and con- 
stantly shelled, but it held off the 
Germans until contact with sup- 
porting forces was re-established. 

German reinforcements have 
been rushed in from all sections 
of the western front, including the 
Maas (Meuse) river line, Alsace, 
Arnheim, northern Holland and 
the old Ardennes bulge, reports 
to Allied headquarters said. The 
divisions were identified as the 
180th infantry (Maas), seventh 
paratroop (Alsace), second para- 
troop (Arnheim), sixth paratroop 
(Holland), 116th Panzer (Arden- 
nes) and 15th Panzer Grenadiers
